The  following 
morning,  Sunday,  I  again  went  in,  and 
endeavored  to  fix  fome  time  and  place 
where  two  horfes  fliould  be  valued  bv 
capt.  Gardner  and  mr.  John  3*rton,  ana 
paid  to  Claiborne.  I  this  dav  dined  at 
Bradley's,  and  waited  till  evening,  with- 
out being  able  to  get  any  appointment 
made  for  Monday. — On  Monday  morn- 
ing I  again  went  in  after  breakfaft,  again 
ftaid  dinner  at  Bradley's,  in  the  hope, 
that  cap:.  Gardner,  being  expected  at  tor* 
great  dinner,  where  Claiborne  would  fee 
him,  a  time  and  place  for  looking  out  and 
vaiuing  two  of  my  horfes,  might  be  fixed 
on  ;  and  I  this  day  before  Bradley,  offer- 
ed to  (hew  all  my  horfes  to  capt.  Gard- 
ner, and  let  him  value  two  without  J. 
Barton,  provided  Claiborne  would  make 
the  appointment  with  him.  I  then  re- 
queued to  have  my  mule  home,  as  I  was 
ready  to  pay  at  any  time,  and  found  it 
was  ftanding  at  3s  a  day  expence  to  me, 
although  I  had  fequeftea  it  might  have  hay- 
only  j  and  farther  I  had  hired  at  that 
time  a  man  who  had  plowed  near  fifteen 
acres  of  corn  with  this  mule,  a i>  J  finding 
it  worked  with  left  injury  to  the  corn 
than  any  of  my  horfes,  and  fome  being 
with  foal  Sec.  I  wanted  it  to  fundi  the  re- 
mainder. This  Claiborne  refuted  with 
his  ufual  infolence  and  gaming  Gang,  fay- 
ing if  I  did  not  parade  him  two  fuch  hor- 
fes a:  be  liked,  that  he  fliould  take  Jenny, 
the  male,  into  Virginia,  for  Jack  to 
ride,  in  a  day  or  two,  for  that  five  fuited 
him  to  a  tittle  ;  he  liked  her  much  better 
than  horfes,  fee.  Altho'  he  faw  cap". 
Gardner  at  the  anniverfary  dinner,  ad- 
joining my  plantation,  where  I  had  a  do- 
zen- or  fifteen  horfes  ready  for  him  to 
choofe  out  of,  yet  no  appointment  could 
be  had  for  this  dav  or  Tuefday. — Want- 
ing my  mule  to  plow,  being,  tired  with 
Claiborne's  trifling  and  infolence,  an  I  de- 
termined  to  pay  hhntwo  horfes,  if  pofli- 
ble,  in  fome  rav.  I  went  in,  afte;  an  ear- 
ly breakfift,  on  Wednefday  1v.or.1ing,  and 
offered  him  geldings,  mares  in  foal,  or 
mares  ivitb  young  foals,  it  he  would  fay 
which  he  would  agree  to  take,  and  capt. 
Gardner  couldbe  found  to  value,or  if  hiin- 
felf  would  ride  out  with  me  to  Oliver 
Keen's  lot,  where  t  horfe  of  mine  was  in 
the  plough,  I  would  give  up  bint,  and  ride 
out  to  mvpla-cc,  adjoining  town,  and  give 
him  another,  together  worth  nioTe  than 
the  fum  agreed  on.  and  without  any  va- 
luation but  our  own  ;  or  if  I  could  fully 
afcertain  what  fort  of  horfes  he  Would* 
take,  I  wt  u'd  bring  two  in  of  the  value. 
Finding  that  all  thefe  offers  paly  produ- 
ced frefh  jeer3  and  infults,  as,  O,  never 
mind  Doclor,  be  Happy  about  it,  don't  vex 
yourfelf,  Jenny  fuit3  me  exactly,  and  die 
will  carry  fuck  nicely,  &c.  See.  and  we 
fnall  let  bff  with  our  two  «  lie*  on  Fri- 
day morning,  when  he  would  again  wa*e 
he  convsrfation,  and  go  up  ftairs  or  out 


of  doors,  Evening  * — i;»g  till,  he 
be  had  fern  capt.  Gardner  in  town  du- 
ring the  day.  I  afked  him  ;f  he  had  fpoke 
to  him  on  our  bufirefs,  when  he  faid  r.o, 
Jenny  would  fuit  him  fo  well,  ckc.  &c. 
Now,  finding  that  to  mortify  me  and  take 
mymule  away  without  my  knowing  when, 
were  his  fole  object  and  view,  and  that 
it  was  pretty  clear  anv  horfes  I  might 
bring  in  would  be  rejected  with  dildain 
and  intuit,  I  became  pretty  much  vexed, 
and  told  him,  in  the  pretence  of  many  per- 
form in  Bradley's,  that  from  the  time  of 
lofing  the  rare,  I  bad  not  only  fliewn  w<7- 
lingtKSJ,  but  great  anxiety  to  pay  up  the 
two  hbrfes,  itnd  had  taken  ten  tunes  the 
pains  to  do  it,  incumbent  on  me,  or  that 
I  could  have  expected  from  him,  had  I 
won  ;  and  that  I  was  then  and  fliould  re- 
main de!irous  to  have  the  horfes  picked 
out,  valued  and  delivered,  whenever  capt. 
Gardner  would  favor  me  with  a  call,  or 
a  time  fliould  be  fixed  on  for  my  bringing 
two  in,  but  that  I  would  no  longer  fubinit 
to  be  jeered,  trifled  with  and  infulted,  as 
I  had  done  too  long — that  I  Would  wafte 
no  more  time,  nor  incur  any  further  ex- 
pence in  running  after  him,  on  this  lilly 
bulinefs,  (IpaidabiM  to  Bradley  of  zis; 
expence  s  on  this  hcaoV  mt  would  immedi- 
ately take  home  my  ii\l\  as  it  had  not 
been  loft,  nor  fliould  heVt^  it  to  Virgi- 
nia ;  but  that  he  might  have  two  horfes 
at  any  time  when  he  would  (hew  a  proper 
and  accomodating  difpolition  to  receive 
thern.  I  then  loofed  my  horfe  from  the 
rail,  rode  round,  In  pretence  of  Cotton, 
the  bar-keeper,  and  turned  my  mule  out 
of  the  liable,  where  it  had  flood  from  Sa- 
turday, at  3s  a  day,  a  ;  a  pledge  for  my 
bting  willing  to  do  what  I  had  been  endea- 
voring at  all  thai  time — -The  mule  run 
home. 

Having  my  felf  arrived  at  home,  and 
feeing  a  mare  ltd  to  my  ho;  le  Fbrfefter, 
Bradley  rode  into  my  yard.  He  atked 
me  if  1  would  take  the  mule  back  to  his 
liable,  for  that  Claiborne  owed  him  a  hun- 
dred dollars,  and  would  Hop  it  If  the 
mule  was  not  brought  back.  I  told  Brad- 
ley that  he  very  well  knew  inv  motive 
for  taking  away  the  mule,  was  to  prevent 
its  being  rode  to  Virginia  and  fold,  and 
in  order  to  bring  Claiborne  to  a  more  de- 
cent conduct,  that  I  might  get  the  horfe.i 
paid;  and  that  if  he  would  cinrfelf  call 
With  Claiborne  in  the  morning  or  any 
other  time,  1  would  give  him  two  horfes 
of  the  full  value  i  owed.  He  muttered 
fotmeihlng  about  ferious  confequences, 
and  rode  away. 

_  The  f.ime  night  about  twelve  o'clock, 
Ocheltree,  the  conflable — Claiborne — 
Cotton,  Bradley's  bar-keeper,  and  Jere- 
miah Murphy*  came  to  my  houfe;  when 
I  was  taken  out  of  bed,  conducted  to 
Bradley's,  locked  in  a  room  all  night, 
threatened  with  the  penitentiary  houfe, 
&c.  and  next  day  tried  in  the  court  houfe 
as  a  felcn,  for  taking  my  own  mule. — 
When  acquitted,  which  followed  of 
courfe,  this  wretch,  Claiborne,  whofe 
daily  employ  \z  aloioft  every  fpecies  of 
gaming,  had  the  impudence  to  aik  mr. 
Bradford,  the  magiftrate,  whether  there 
was  not  a  penalty  on  thofe  who  made  wa- 
gers.— Now,  and  not  before,  I  told  the 
magiftraite,  that  from  Saturday  till  Wed- 
nefday, I  bed  co.ilidered,  and  till  paid, 
always  fliould  have  Con  (filer  ed  this  Wager 
as  a  debt  of  honor  ;  but  that  all  honor 
ended  with  a  fellow  who  would  dare  to 
take  me  out  of  bed  at  midnight  and  im- 
prifon  me  ar.a  felon,  when  he  knew  where 
I  could  be  found  any  hour  of  the  day  ; 
and  that  for  taking  away  my  own  mule, 
openly,  and  in  the  face  of  day,  to  prevent 
his  taking  it  away  and  felling  it  without 
my  confent — and  that  I  fliould  now,  not 
only  pay  him  no  mere,  but  arrcft  him  for 
ninety-live  dollars  he  had  already  got, 
and  alfo  try  before  a  court  and  jury,  whe- 
ther, if  a  magillrate  had  no  power  to  re- 
fufe  a  warrant  to  take  TOit  out  of  bed  at 
midnight,  the  man  who  fliould  or.  fittk 
require  it  to  be  dome,  efpecially  fucto  a 
creature  as  Claiborne,  would  be  fuii'tred 
to  do  fuch  an  a6t  witfi  impunity. 

It  may  be  afked,  why  Claibo'rne  ffiould 
wifli  ":o  take  away  my  mule  i  iftca  1  of  two 
horfes,  and  to  hurra  fs  and  mcrrtifv  me  ? 
mules  that  are  tractable  are  known  to  be 
very  valuable  in  the  fettlement,  and  no 
one  who  ever  faw  us  together  can  doubt 
of  that  d-fpofuton  exifung  in  him.  We 
had  a  good  deal  of  wrangling  on  account 
of  my  refoung"  to  anfwer  various  imper- 
tinent queftions  about  my  horfe  Forreiler, 
as  to  the  number  of  mares  put  to  him 
from  time  to  time,  &c.  Sec.  and  he  had 
taiiced  much  of  Whipping  me  more  than 
once.  1  fold  him  a  piece  of  cord  for  pan- 
taloons, which  ho  cculd  not  find  money 
to  na\'  for  as  agreed  ;  and  having  loft  the 
fale  when  I  had  feveral  oners,  he  had 
two  dollars  to  pay  for  my  lofs  on  talcing 
if  it  again  ;  fo  that  he  embraced  with  avid- 
iry  the  power  he  had  of  mortifying  and 
ir.fulting  me,  by  wantonly  keeping  mv 
mule  on  exfs.-nees,  avoiding  ad  settlement, 
and  since  endeavoring  to  calumniate  me 
in  tb? public  news-papers  to  mislead  those 


faid  ijwho  do  not  read  and  compare  before 
they  judge. 

"  Who  (teals  my  purfe,  fteals  trafli ;  'tis  foniething, 
nothing; 

'Tr-asniine, 'tis  his,  and  hasbeen  flavc  tothouliwds  1 
But  he  that  filches  from  me  my  f>ood  name, 
Robs  me  of  that  which  not  enrichens  him, 
And  makes  me  poor  indeed." 

I  truft  I  have  now  f?id  enough  to  con- 
vince all  candid  men  who  read  and  rea- 
fon,  that  whatever  folly  may  attach  to 
me  for  making  a  race  for  money  with  an 
itinerant  gamefter,  (being  however  the 
lirlt  time  any  horfe  of  mine  ever  r"uiir>for 
money  ;  nor  did  I  ever  lofe  two  dfllars 
in  my  life  till  in  Kentucky,  ac  one  time, 
at  any  fpecies  of  gaming,  unlefs  a  (hare 
of  a  lottery  ticket  can  be  fo  called,)  yet 
that  ho  fymptom  of  avoiding  payment 
when  I  loft  can  attach  to  me.  Does  a 
man  who  wiflies  to  avoid  another,  run  af- 
ter him  daily,  nay  almoft  for  days  toge- 
ther? If  not  to  fettle  with,  and  pay  him 
two  horfes,  (95  dollars  cafli  had  already- 
been  paid)  for  what  in  the  name  of  com- 
mon fenfe  did  I  fpena  molt  of  the  time 
from  Saturday  3d  July,  till  the  Wcdncl- 
day  evening  following?  more  time  I  pre- 
fume  Bradley  and  his  bar-keeper  will 
fwear  (fwear  foitae thing  they  mult)  than 
I  had  altogether  fpent  in  town  from  the 
time  the  llud  feafon  begun,  on  the 
of  March.  There  arc  in  Kentuck 
many  ptrfons  who  have  lifc,cbarat 
property  to  protect,  to  whom  the  pi 
trials  which  Hand  for  Nov.  court, 
be  thought  of  moment ;  for  who 
know  that  a  man  whofe  occup! 
high  betting  at  borse  racing,  cards,  dice, 
£0  and  Faro  tables,  fcc.  he.  and  whofe 
prey  is  the  ignorant  and  unwary,  is  a 
nuiiance  iti  fociety  not  to  be  tolerated  ; 
and  that  lioufes  where  fuch  fcenes  are 
carried  on,  Cannot  be  laid  to  hold  their 
licenfes  for  the  public  advantage  as  is 
intended  by  the  legifiature. 

Thole  who  faw  the  farce  acted  at  Brad- 
ley's, while  Claiborne  was  (uttered  to 
ftrut  about  the  houfe,  ftretch  upon  the 
fopha,  ride  out  on  horfeback,  with  a  tri- 
fling knife  eyen  in  his  hand  ccc.  and  myfelf 
infulted  and  threatened  if  I  alliftedin 
the  taking  him,  will  ceafc  to  wonder 
when  they  know  that  Bradley  found  one 
old  mare  at  hast,  which  formed  a  part  of 
Cb.iborne's  flake,  and  probably  depended 
for  his  reckoning  on  iny  payment,  or  that 
of  fome  otlier  pidgeon,  to  be  plucked  be 
lore  Claiborne  left  his  houfe,  as  he  faid 
that  100  dollars  was  then  owing  to  him, 
and  Claiborne  declared  before,  that  he 
had  not  twelve  dollars  to  pay  me  for  the 
breeches  dull'  he  had  bought. 

What  rank  I  held  as  a  profeflional  man 
in  England,  where  I  praitifed  in  every 
branch  of  my  profession,  for  about  feven- 
teen  years,  may  be  feen  in  the  title  page 
of  a  bock  I  there  pubKihed,  copies  of  which 
were  given  to  the  Lexington  College  Li- 
brary, and  to  Drs.  Kidglty  and  Brown, 
the  former  of  courfe  can  be  perufed  by 
the  public,  and  two  or  three  copies  are 
Hill  in  my  hands,  which  may  be  had  for 
a  dollar  each.  Further,  my  propertv,  be- 
fore I  buried  about  four  Cbpufand  guineas 
in  Kentucky  lands,  {all  of  vbicb  I  <wisb 
to  SF.I.L  Low  for  Cafli,  Negroes,  Horfes, 
Cattle,  Sheep,  Hogs,  or  other  property  J 
was,  with  my  profcliional  fees,  always 
1  liCC tent  to  fupport  my  family  with  a 
rank  and  r.efpeftability  equal  to  my  willi- 
es ;  2nd  if  I  have  hitherto  declined  prac- 
tice in  Kentucky,  and  avoided  viliting 
and  connecting  uiyfclf  as  a  rcfpcclable 
family  man,-  more  than  fonic  may  have 
thought  proper,  &  winch,  placed  under  o- 
ther  ciicismft.wiccs,  would  have  fully  ac- 
corded with  my  inclinations,  and  added 
greatly  to  my  own  happinefs,  as  well  as 
the  intereft  and  comfort  01  my  children, 
it  his  been  (romdome<tic  causes,  generally 
unknown  to  the  world,  but  which  unhap- 
pily for  me,  are  too  likely  long  to  operate 
equally  to  my  difadvantage  and  that  of 
my  young  family. 

Mv  conduct  in  this  affair  is  now  before 
the  public,  and  I  afk  no  refpeclable  man 
for  his  countenance  or  esteem,  who  from 
ins  own  knowledge,  and  that  criteri- 
on I  Cx-pecl  of  all,  has  had  reafon  to  be- 
lieve that  I  r.:n  capable  of  acting  other- 
wife  than  as  a  LIBERAL,  a  PUNCTUAL, 
and  an  honest  man.

We  continue  to  think,  that. unlefs  the  Em- 
peror of  Raffia  interferes,  or  has  interfered, 
there  will  be  a  great  danger  of  a  coalition  be- 
tween France  and  Pruifia  againlt  the  Germa- 
nic Empire  and  the  Houfe  of  Aultna.  There 
are  many  rumours  afloat  on  that  fubjeft,  to 
which  we  do  not  give  entire  credit,  but  it  it 
evident  that  France  and  Aultria  eye  each  o- 
othei  with  fufpicion,  if  not  hoftility  ;  while 
the  King  of  Pruflia  makes  his  court  to  the_ 
Conful,  and  is  determined  to  be  the  rival  of 
the  prefent  Emperor. — Perhaps  th-.y  conlider 
that  ancient  and  honorable  family  an  exhaus- 
ted Dynasty. 

Augult  8. 

We  yelterday  received  lever-d  fe'tJ  of 
French  Journals  to  the  5th  inft.  From  thefe 
it  appears,  tint  the  important  queftion,  rela- 
tive to  the  prolongigatioii  of  the  authority  of 
die  Firft  Conful,  has  been  at  length  brought 
to  a  decilion.  The  returns  from  the  different 
departments  weie,  or.  the  29th  ult.  referred  to 
the  confei  vat'r/e  fenatc  ;  and  that  affembly, 
on  the  report  of  k  fsleft  committee,  ftating 
that,  out  or  3,577,259  citizens  who  had  itgi- 
llered  their  names,  3,563,1  85  had  voted  in  the 
affirmative,  palled  a  decree  containing  the  fol- 
lowing difpcfitions : — 

1.  The  French  people  nominates,  and  the 
fenate  proclaims,  Napoleon  Bonaparte,  Fi:ft 
Gondii  for  life. 

IE  A  llatue  ef  peace,  holding  in  one  hnnd 
the  laurel  of  victory,  and  in  the  other  the  de- 
cree of  the  fenate,  (hail  atteft  to  pofterity  the 
gratitude  of  the  nation. 

III.  The  fenate  fhall  carry  to  the  conful 
the  expreffion  of  the  conridence,  love,  and  ad- 
miration, of  the  French  people. 

In  purfuanCe  of  the  latter  refolution,  the 
fenate  waited  upon  Bonaparte  on  the  4th,  at 
the  moment  when  he  was  engaged  in  giving 
audience  to  the  foreign  ambafladors;  and  citi- 
zen Barthelemy,  lately  appointed  prefident  of 
the  fenate,  addreffed  him  in  thefe  terms  : — 
Citizen  First  Consul. 

The  French  people,  as  a  mark  of  gratitude 
for  the  innnenfe  fervices  you  have  rendered 
them,  wilh  that  the  iirft  niagiltracy  of  the  date 
Ihould  remain  fixed  in  your  peri'on.  In 
thus  appropriating  to  theuilehries  your  entire 
life,  they  only  repeat  the  opinion  of  the  fenate, 
as  recorded  in  its  fenatus  conful  turn  of  the  8th 
May.  The  nation,  by  this  folenm  a£l  of  gra- 
titude, affign  you  the  talk  of  consolidating  our 
inftitutions.  A  new  career  opens  to  the  Firlt 
Conful  !  After  prodigies  of  valor  and  mili- 
tary talents  he  has  terminated  the  war,  and 
every  where  obtained  the  rr.oft  honorable  con- 
ditions of  peace.  Under  his  aufpices,  French- 
men have  auTumed  the  attitude  and  character 
of  real  greatnefs.  He  is  the  pacificator  of  na- 
tions, and  the  reflorer  of  France  ;  his  name 
alQjAt  isatowerof  flreng'.h.  Already  has  an  ad . 
miniltration  of  left  than  3  years  almoft  effaced 
the  reinembirance  of  that  epoch  of  anarchy 
and  calamities,  which  Teemed  to  have  dried 
up  the  fources  of  public  profpdrity.  3ut 
there  ftill  remains  evils  to  be  remicd,  and  anx- 
ieties to  be  diffipated.  The  French  after  hav- 
ing aftoniflied  the  world  by  warlike  exploits, 
expect  from  you,  Citizen  Cjnful,  all  the  bene- 
fits of  the  peace  yo'u  hav:1  procured  them.  If 
there  yet  exifted  any  feeds  of  difcord,  the  pro- 
clamation of  the*  pei  pewal  confulate  of  Bona, 
parte  would  oi.fe  them  to  d:!'appear.  Ever,- 
th'mgis  at  prefebc  rallied  around,  him.  Hjg 
powerful  geaiu;  can  maintain  and  preferye  c.

and  the  happinefs  of  Frenchmen.  Hi 
never  import  to  them  but  the  impulfe  of  glory 
and  the  feeling  of  national  grandeur.  What 
nation,  in  truth,  is  more  deferving  of  happi- 
nefs  ;  and  of  what  more  enlightened  and  more 
fenfible  people  could  the  efteeni  and  attach- 
ment be  wifhed  for.  The  confervat'iVe  fenate 
will  participate  in  all  the  generous  intentions 
of  government.  It  will  fecond  by  every 
means  in  its  power,  thofc  ameliorations  whole 
object  is  to  prerent  the  return  of  the  calamities 
wliich  have  fo  long  afflicted  us,  and  to  extend 
and  confolidate  the  blellings  which  you  have 
brought  back  to  us.  It  is  a  duty  incumbent 
upon  it,  thus  to  concur  in  the  acconrpUihacai 
of  the  willies  of  the  people  who  have  given  lb 
linking  a  proof  of  their  zeal  and  dil'ccrnment. 
The  fenatus  confultum  which  the  fenate  in  a 
b^Jy  coraesto  prefent  to  you,  Citizen  Conlu!, 
certains  the  expreuions  of  their  particular  gra- 
titude. The  organ  of  the  Sovereign  will,  they 
have  thought  proper,  for  the  more  complete 
fulfilment  of  the  intentions  of  the  French  peo- 
ple, to  invoke  the  arts  to  perpetuate  the  recol- 
lection of  this  memorable  event. 

The  prefident  having  then  read  the  decree 
of  the  fenate,  Bonaparte  made  the  following 
reply  : 

Senators, 

Th?  life  of  a  citizen  belongs  to  his  country. 
The  French  people  wifh  that  the  whole  of  mine 
lliuuld  be  confecrated  to  them. — 1  obey  their 
will.    In  giving  me  a  n«w  and  permanent

3y  my  efforts, 
by  your  alliftance,  citizens  Senators,  and  that 
of  all  the  authorities,  by  the  confidence  and 
will  of  this  immenfe  people,  liberty,  equality, 
and  the  profperity  of  France,  will  be  frcure 
from  the  caprice  of  fortune,  and  the  uncertain- 
ty of  futurity  The  bett  of  people  will  be  the 

happieft,  as  they  moll  deferve  to  be,  and  their 
happinefs  will  contribute  to  that  of  all  Europe. 
Satisfied  with  having  been  called  by  the  order 
of  Him  from  whom  all  things  emanate,  to  re- 
ftcre  upon  earth,  jufticc,  order,  and  equality, 
I  [hall  hear  the  knell  of  my  latt  hour  without 
regret — and  without  any  inquietude  as  to  the 
opinion  of  future  generations.  Senators,  re- 
ceive Biy  thanks  for  fo  Solemn  a  proceeding. 
The  Senate  has  expreffed  its  defire  fcr  what 
the  French  people  have  willed  and  thus  more 
intimately  connected  itfelf  with  every  thing 
■which  remains  to  be  done  for  the  happinefs  of 
the  country.  It  is  extremely  grateful  to  me 
to  find  au  affuranceof  the  Speech  of  fo  diftin- 
guilhed  a  piefidcnt. 

Auguft  10. 
Ycfterday  we  received  the  Paris  Jour- 
nals totlis  6th  inft.  Their  contents  are 
of  Some  importance,  inafrnuch  as  they 
afford  an  ample  and  official  information 
of  the  intelligence  of  our  valuable  cor- 
respondent, communicated  fofarback  as 
the  ninth  of  March  laft.  An  entire  re- 
vilicn  of  the  constitution  has  taken  place  ; 
and  the  conTervative  fenate,  fa)  the  fliapc 
of  an  organic  Senatus  Consuitum,  has 
made  a  variety  of  alterations  in  it,  all 
tending  to  Strengthen  the  authority  o^' 
the  executive  government,  by  giving 
frefh  powers  to  the  confular  chief,  or  ra- 
ther by  pronouncing  a  civil  f.-.nc-lion  up- 
on the  military  affuinptions  that  have  hi- 
therto diftinguiflied  the  reign  of  Buona- 
parte. To  him  and  to  his  obedient  fe- 
nate, every  thing  of  moment  in  the  le- 
giflative  and  executive  department  is  ei- 
ther actually  or  virtually  given  up,  witli 
fcarcely  the  Shadow  of  refponfibiltv,  oi 
%any  counteracting  or  influence  on  the 
'  part  of  the  constituted  authorities.  Bo- 
naparte is  empowered  to  name  his  fuc 
ceiTor  :  if  the  perfon  he  firlt  felecls  be 
rejected  by  the  fenate,  he  is  to  prefer t  a 
feconc  perfon  ;  and  if  the  fenate  object 
a  fecond  time,  he  then  prefents  a  third 
perfon,  who  mult  of  neceihty  be  accept-  * 
ed  : — a  proceeding  which  it  is  not  to  be/ 
fuppofed  will  be  had  rccourfe  to  by  the 
fenate,  as  the  nomination  in  the  firft  in- 
stance will  not  fail  to  amount  to  an  actu- 
al appointment.  The  firlt  conful  may 
alfo  depofit  in  the  government  archives,  a 
•will,  containing  his  wifli  with  refpect  to 
his  fucceffor,  in  cafe  lie  fliould  notchoofe 
to  name  him  publicly  during  his  own  life 
time  ;  but  it  is  not  obligatory  upon  the 
fenate  to  accept  the  perfon  fo  named  in 
the  will  :  if  he  be  not  accepted,  the  fe- 
cond and  third  confuls  are  to  nominate 
two  condidatcs ;  and  the  appointment 
niuft  be  completed  in  twenty  four  hours 
after  the  firlt  confttl's  death.  How  fai 
fuch  is  likely  to  prove  efficacious  may 
perhaps,  be  the  fubjectof  our  future  dif- 
cuffion  ;  at  prefent,  wc  Shall  content  our- 
felves  with  obferving,  that  thofe  of  fome 
of  the  moil  powerful  Potentates  have, 
with  very  little  difficulty,  been  violated, 
ere  their  bodies  have  been  well  confign- 
ed  to  the  earth.  The  vacancies  in  the 
fubordinateconfulfhips  are  to  be  filled  up 
by  the  chief  conful,  who  has  the  powerj 
cf  nominating  his  coadjutors  for  life.' 
He  is  alio  to  have  the  power  of  granting 
pardons,  with  the  advice  of  the  privy 
council  ;  an  acceffion  of  authority  cer- 
tainly very  great ;  but  of  which,  as  one 
of  the  amiable  prerogatives  of  the  Bri- . 
tilh  crown,  we  highly  and  cordially  ap/ 
prove— There  are  to  be  affemblies  of 
cantons,  and  electoral  Celleges  of  dif- 


tricts  and  departments,  which  are  to  ap- 
point the  members  of  the  legillative  body. 
The  tribunate  is  to  be  reduced  to  fift\ 
members  ;  but  this  reduction  is  notAo 
take  place  for  three  years  from  the  pm» 
lent  date.  In  the  mean  time  the  mem* 
bers  going  out  are  not  to  be  replaced. — 
The  fenate.  is  to  he  vetted  with  very 
great  powers  over  the  civil  tribunals. 
Some  few  allufions  are  made  to  trial  by 
juries,  but  the  higher  conttitttted  autho- 
rities will  be  allowed  to  fufpedd  their 
operations  occasionally.  The  fyttem  of 
reprcfentation  undergoes  a  complete 
change;  thofe  will  poflefs  the  moll  influ- 
ence who  pay  the  greater  portion  of  tax- 
es, the  principle  of  which,  in  future  is  to 
be  on  income.  On  the  whole,  though 
we  do  not  view  thefe  regulations  as  cal- 
culated to  enlarge  the  prefent  circum- 
feribed  bounds  of  Gallic  liberty,  under 
many  considerations  perhaps  wifely  plac- 
ed, we  cannot  altogether  condemn  them, 
as  inexpedient  and  neceffary.  Inafmuch 
as  they  are  calculated  to  ftem  effectually 
the  torrent  of  anarchy,  they  cannot  be 
difpk'i.ling  to  the  ^eil  difpofed  part  of 
mankind;  and  as  V%djHg  an  additional 
fecurity  for  the  <flh#ifjU  of  tranquility, 
in  the  increafed  power  and  liability  of 


*der,  by  every  advocate  to  humanity,  ami 
all  whole  principle  it  is  to  i m pfoVyilb • 
advantages  of  peace.  Much  u^Bubt 
ed'.y  is  due  to  Bonaparte,  for  the  eWnent' 
fervices  he  has  rendered  to  France  ;  and 
devoting,  as  he  now  does,  his  fole  atten- 
tion to  the  happinefs  of  the  people  whom 
he  governs.  Europe  can  have  no  caufe 
to  deplore  any  acquilition  of  power,  that 
promises  to  be  exercifed  by  its  profelfor 
for  the  general  good.

They  all  promifed  their  firmeft 
fupport  in  carrying  the  .tieafuresof  the  prefi- 
dent  into  effect.  To  governor  Hamfon'a 
perfeverence  and  unremitted  attention,  its 
luccefsful  ilfue  is  juflly  to  be  afcribed. 

"  The  Indians  have  relmquifhed  to  the  U- 
nrted  States  a  beautiful,  fertile  country,  twen- 
ty-lour leagues  lquare — It  extends  north  and 
knith,  from  Point  Coupee  to  the  mouth  of 
White  river,  and  frcm  a  line  drawn  parallell 
to  the  general  courfc  of  the  Wabafh,  twelve 
miles  to  the  weft  of  this  town,  acrofs  towards 
the  Ohio— It  is  expected  it  will  extend  u>,  or 
near  the  Illinois  gram.  They  have  alfo  grant- 
ed the  privilege  of  working  the  great  S:dt 
Spring,  on  the  Saline  river,  near  the  Ohio, 
with  four  miles  fr>uare  of  land,  including 
the  fpring,  which  will  afford  a  plentif  1 
fupply  of  fuel  for  the  fait  works  that  will 
there  be  erected — It  is  unqueftlonably  the  beft;

Arrangements  will  be  fhortly  made  b  r 
government  for  the  difpofal  cf  this  tract  1  :* 
country  ;  and  we  may  juftly  felicitate  ourfelv  j 
with  the  pleafing  hope,  that  at  no  dittant  peri- 
od, our  wilderneffes  that  are  now  traveried 
only  by  lavages  and  wild  beafts,  will  give 
way  to  wealthy  populous  fettlements." 

NF.VV-YO.tK,  October  2. 
A  letter  is  faid  to  be  received  from  Mr. 
Gore  in  London,  by  the  Minerva,  arrived  at 
Bofton  on  the  26th  alt.  informing  that 
Mij  King  has  refigned  his  fituation  as  Arh- 
haifnuor  at  the  Court  of  St.  James's  ;  that  he 
was  to  fet  off  in  a  few  days  for  the  continent 
and  he  is  to  ba  expected  here  in  the  fpring. 
Mr.  Murray  of  this  ci.y  came  paffenger  in  the 
above  fhip  from  a  three  years  tour  througn 
Europe.
